1. LIU Hsiao-chi, a Chinese Comunist figure unknown to most foreigners, is 
probably the second ranking man in the Chinese Communist Party (CCP), standing 
just below HAO Tse-tung, Ile outranks CHU Teh and CHOU En-Jai. The Communists 
rate their leaders by their ability to avoid mistakes, and it is said tmt 
neither LIU nor MAO has ever been in error. 


2. CHU Teh may not be the top commander in fact, and it is possible that he is 
responsible only for supplying the army. 


3, LI Idi-san has been criticized for taking excessive chances, but he is bak 
in favor and is now in Peiping visiting LAQ.

4. Communist leaders have absolute confidence in their ability, given time, to 
carry out their aim of remodeling Chinese society. They appear to have the 
answer to the old problem of the peasants. 


5. MAO's projected "new democracy" for China ervisions an interim period of 
semi=capitaliam lasting up to 50 years before China can hope to have a real 
socialist. state. The Communists are determined to fit Marxism to native 
conditions, but sooner or later they will have to deviate from Moscow. 


&, While Communist army and civil organizations are lacking in pe sonal freedom, . 
this condition is counteracted by a sort of democracy in which questions of 
policy come from the bottom up. Such questions are fully discussed by those 
involved before they reach the top level, where hard and fast decisions, 
binding upon all, are made. 


7. The Communists admit a lack of experienced personnel for restoring the economy 
of Tientsin and Peiping. They are preceeding with great caution, and their 
pace is so slow that many businesses will not be saved. 
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3, Communists are always stressing their ability to find their own errors ani 
vectify their mistakes. One of their favorite Sayings is that a stubborn 
man is lower than a pig, as a pig's sensitive nose leads it around a stone. 


9, <A Communist central government for China will probably not be set up until 
Nanking has fallen. If the new government is recognized by the United States, 
one result will be the lifting of restrictions against foreign correspondents.

10, ‘The Chinese Communist timetable, which is conservative, provides for taking 
Nanking and Shanghai in a year. However, it will probably be accomplished — 
in six months, 


ii, Militarily capable of further advances now, the CCP hesitates on economic 
and administrative grounds. Students are training in Peiping for take-over 
in the south, but their number is not yet sufficient. Once in Shanhai, 
this training technique is to be repeated for Canton. 


12. t is the Communist hope that LI Tsung-jen will be a second FU Tsom-yi. With 
she southasn peace delegates now in Peiping, the Communists will 4nsist on 
the old &=point settlement terns.*+ Like Peiping, Shanghai will be surrounded 
and not taken by force.
